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however, that some shippers are in-
clined to exaggerate thelr losses. Only
the shippera can give actual figures of
their losses or even approximate them.

The loss to commerce would not
have been as grest had the Panama
railroad been in positlon to move a
larger volume of traffic across the
Isthmus, The [nadequacy of the old
rail system to meet the situation can
be realized when it Is known that at
the helght of Its activity before the
opening of the canal it hauled a total
of (43,178 tons across the [sthmus
In 12 months. There were about 375.-
(00 tons of cargo in vessels awalting
passage through the canal! after the
slides blockaded it and before any of
them left to take the longer routes,
Even If the Panama railroad had pre-
served all of its rolling stork much of
which went out of husiness when the
sanal was thrown open to trafic a
year ago. it would have required
months to move the freight tied up at
the Atlantic and Pacific ports about
October 1, to say nothing of what has
arrived since.

Governor Goethals and the Panama
ritilroad authorities are doing every.
thing possible to facilitate traffic
nerogs the isthmus by rail, giving pref
erence to “rush"” and perishable com-
modities. Between October 1 and Oc-
tober I8 the railroad moved upward
of forty-six thousand tons of through
freight transshipped from the Atlantic
and Pacific sides, in addition to the
usual volume of 10,000 tons of local
freight,

Minimum Flat Rate by Rall.

Including coal shipments. the Pan
ama railvoad is now handling between
four and five thousand tor® of trans-
Isthmian freight per day. Two extra
freight crews have been put on. The
run across the isthmus is about 2%
hours. At the time the great slides
occurred the traffic through the canal
was averaging upward of sixteen thou-
sand tons daily and gradually increas-
ing. While the railroad’'s facilities
are wholly inadequate to handle the
entire traflic, it is taking care of con-
slderable of it.

To make the financial! loss as Hght
as pogeible on shippers Seoretary ot
War Garrison issued an order estab-
lishing temporarily a flat rate rate by
rail of §i1 per ton. The regular rates
range from $2 per ton on Class i com-
modities to §15 on (lusses D2 and T1.
While only a8 small volume of trafile
moves under the higher classes, the
flat rate of §1 per ton s exceptionally

low. Shippers ecan elect to pay the
regular schedule of rates, ineluding
wharfage, craneage and alevedoring.
